Iladeed, Gentiemen, I never was of their 
Opinion, wholtc Faith in Omnipotente Power 
lcd them tO put all the Work upon GOD, 
and make them(clves only SpeQators ; He 
that falls into a Water, and can ſwim, if he 
won't, ſhall drown, all the Doarines of 
Decxees, Fore: knowledge, and Predeftina- 
tjzon whatloever to the contrary in aoy 
wiſe notwichftaading 3 he chat will hang 
himſelf, ſhall dic, evea Providence it felt 
will not be concern'd to [ave him. 

When «ec have loft an Army at Almanz2, 
or any where elſe, and loft Ships at Sca to 
the Enemy, or on the Rucks, will any Body 
need to tell you what yon muft do next? 
The thing is plain, have we loſt our Meo, 
we mutt raiſe mure, what ſhould we do 7 
Have we loft vur Ships, we muft build more?

hazard ail, we mutt never lay down Arms, 
till the French are reduc'd to a Necelfity 
of parting with that Conqueſt ; to make 
Peace without it, would be to hgn our own 
I3-ftruttion, and be Parties to the general 
Imporeriſhment of the Nation; at would 
be giving a mortal $tab to our Manufactu- 
res, and ſ-nding our Puor to beg even by 
Act of Parhaiment.

French 
Power ; that they are not relative Bonds, 
which w1'l bind Kingdoms, but che Bonds 
of Intereſt, as way be ſeen in th Duke of
